the world is corn oil. The maize which 
is now grown in the United States at the 
rate of some 2,000,000,000 bushels per 
year has been experimented with and 
found capable of yielding 3,1,,' per cent of 
its weight in oil, the germ of the kernel 
being the part from which the oil IB ex- 
tracted. The new material is of a pale 
yellow color, somewhat thicker than 
either the olive or cotton-seed oil, and 
does not seem to be readily available ae a 
substitute for them, but it is well adapted 
for lubricating purposes, and may be 
used as a salad dressing, while it seems 
to be desirable for liniments. 
The dis- 


covery is all the more interesting as the ' 
germ of the corn has to be eliminated in 
the manufacture of starch, being thus a 
by product for which no use has been 
found till the date of this discovery, 
which possibly may pave the way to an 
important addition to our list of manu- 
factures.

again 


and asked him if had heard tho ncw§. 
O'Sullivan replied that he had heard 
there was a body found in tho lake, but 
it had not been identifieiJ. Witness then 
described, with an Imitation of O'Sulli- 
van's voice and manner, what followed 
when ho told O'Sullivan that Dr. Cro- 
nin's body had boon found in a catch- 
basin. O'Sullivan, witness said, turned 
palo, his voice trembled and ho sank 
into a chair apparently overcome by his 
emotions. ' Ho nervously applied his 
handkerchief to his face and wiped away 
tho perspiration. Witness asked O'Sulli- 
van to go with him and identify tho body. 
O'Sullivan hesitated, put his hand bo- 
fore his eyes and exclaimed: "I could 
not do It; I could not boar to look at a 
corpse; it would bo of no use; I can't do 
it." 
Again, before leaving1 t)ie house 


witness urged O'Sullivan to go with him 
and view tho body, but ho refused. 
Witness also asked O'Sullivan for Ma 
honey's address, and was given a false 
one. At tho conclusion of Mr. Clancy's 
testimony Judge Longcnecker stated 
that tho Stato had presented its side of 
tho case. 


On cross-examination by Mr. Forrest, 


witness admitted that he hnd served ton 
years in a British prison for his connec- 
tion with a Fenian conspiracy.

THE FfeST SNOW. 


A Wintry Blast and Its Effect on 


the Electric Railway Line. 


Decatnr had her tot snow of the win- 


ter OD Sunday, and it was something in 
the nature of a blizzard, with the wind 
from the north. 


It was a wet snow. It began with a 


sleet at about 10:40 a. m. and turned into 
snow, which fell with more or less rapid 
ity until after dark. 
Had the ground 


been dry, instead of wet, no doubt there 
would have been enough snow to afford 
sleighing. As it was, the small boys 
were out with their sleds. 


The effect of the sleet and snow on the 


electric street railway cars was interest 
ing, because it has been only a mattei'of 
speculation as to how the companies 
would get along when sleet and snow 
came. Out on Condit street, where uars 
do not run so frequently as on the depot 
line, the rails became partly hidden by 
enow and the cars could not be stopped 
for passengers to get on. They could be

The Inquest and Funeral—Butler 


and the Business.

place from the undertaker's room. Kev. 
George E. Scrimger was the officiating 
clergyman. The body was taken to the 
cemetery and placed temporarily in the 
Bullard vault. Relatives of the deceased 
may send for the body. 


THB KESSLEK BUSINESS.

t appears now that F. W. Butler, who 
has been associated with Kessler and lias 
managed the affairs of tbe concern since 
September 30th, when Kessfer first at- 
tempted to kill himself, claims to own a 
half interest in the business.
